I have read with much interest your ether and the ek 
your father-in-law's letter, af well as the telegram. The collection 
cannot be very importent,nor of any great monetary value if it ‘conta ins 
only five hundred pieces, As far as I know, General Goethals knew 
nothing about coins, and I think we are pretty certain as to shether he 
was competent or not to pass on coin values. I cannot understand how 
he could have made any such statement as is claimed. In no manner can 
your fatherin-law’s collection be the rarest private tollection in 
existence. If it were so, it wold have more, been known and heralded 


' before the public for years. 


Now,a few words concerning the few pleces mentioned, and 
bly it will be a good indication of the other coins. The shilling 
of Philip and Mary is not rare. It setls in the neighborhood of from 
one to five dollars, according to condition. ie have a good specimen of 
the date 1554. The silver penny of George II, dated 1737,ie6 worth from 
twent y-f jive to fifty cents.. Our specimen costs twenty-five cents. It 
really belongs in a set of four which is kmow as Maundy~money.. 


No coin has ever sold for $32,500, let alone $50,000. It is 
said that the highest price a coin ever commanded was a decadrach,of 
Agrigentum, which sold at private sale for five thousand powtnds. ‘The highest 
price a coin ever sold for at auction in this country, was $6,200. 


The guinea is not rare and might sell for ten dollars. 
The Rhode Island paper money, at the most, would sell for a dollar. ie have 
a specimen here with the three signatures on it. At the last sale of paper 
money these were so little thought of, that they were sold in sets with all 
of the other denominations of the issue. 


I am simply giving you these facts as you will learn 
them soon enough when you start to negotiate the sale of the coins.
